i ARNOLD DOLMETSCH 
Arnold Dolmetsch, founder of the Hasle- 
mere Festival, died yesterday at Haslemere, 
Surrey. Only. last Saturday he celebrated his 
eighty-second birthday anniversary. Dol- 
metsch was both a Fan in the rediscovery 
of the Chamber of Music of the 16th «and 
17th centuries and a noteworthy collector of 
old musiéal 
vais, which since 1925 have attracted musi- 
cians from all parts of the world to Hasle-’ 
mere, were unique of their kind. The pro- 
| Acme consisted almost entirely of 16th, 
7th and 18th century music. Seven members 
of the Dolmetach family assisted at the con- 
certs and they played upon as many as 33 
different kinds of: old instruments. 
Arnold Dolmetsch was born at Le Mans, 
France, where his father and his grandfather 
were makers of musical instruments. 
In 418 he began to specialist in 
old music and old musical _instru- 
ments. In the British Museum he happened 
to see the manuscripts of some 17th century 
music for. viols, and its beauty suggested to 
him the idea of gids Ma the vast amount 
of unplayed Elizabethan and Caroline music 
to be found in the Museum Library. 
He visited Italy and other countries to 
collect old lutes, clavichords and viols. He 
learned ‘how to ‘play them, and then found 
out how to repair many of them. He began 
to make clavichords and harpsichords, some 
of the earliest examples of which were 
embellished by Burne-Jones and other noted 
artists. 
In 1914 Dolmetsch settled at Haslemere, 
where he built a Workshop and created a 
school for the study of old instruments and 


their music. . In was formed the 
Dolmetsch foundation, which stren hened 
the movement by the establishment an equip-

WEXFORD, Thursday. 

Addressing the annual meeting of the 
Wexford branch of the Catholic Young Men's 
Society, Most Rev. Dr. Staunton, Bishop of 
Férnh, said 7 ‘‘ There is at the resent moment 
the greatest. need for active Catholic iaymen.

Russia 
wanted: the war. and offered the Germans 
neutrality on the Eastern front and a supply 
of. war. materi This was strictly according 
to the plan and design of Communisn The 
vious adherence to democratic principles was 
an attempt to bring world war for different 
reasons. e side they joined did not matter 
rovided war resul Since the time of 
bais it, has been a dogma with the Com- 
munists that only a world war could bring 
world Communism. The last war brought 
Communism to Russia, and they believe that 
history is prophetic. They have: been 
working for the past twenty years to bring 
about a world war with a view to the exten- 
No doubt they have 
used this war to attack smaller States and 
increase their frontiers, but this is a secondary 
ason. The Com sts put Communism 
first. The real reason was to‘ launch world 
Conimunism. Should’ the war Jast many 
years we may take it as certain that there 
be a greab increase of Communistic 
activity in every country. It will be specially 
true of war-weary countrjes, but Communism 
I do not 
say that Communism. will win. It will not 
win, because the gates of hell will not pre- 
vail against the Gospel of Christ. It will not 
win, because’ truly Christian men now fully 
realise its danger and will fight against it. 
God helps those who help themselves. 
‘Communism isa theory, an idea, a 
philosophy of life: The way to attack an 
idea is by another idea. The weapon against 
falsehood is the truth. You cannot destroy 
an idea merely by putting men into jail. 
You cannot hit an idea with a cudgel, or 
shoot it with a rifle, or attack it with a 
bayonet. Big guns will not kill ideas. The 
way to attack the falsehood of Communism 
is with the truth. We have the truth in our 
Christian revelation, in our Christian teaching 
and philosophy.”

NEEDS OF YOUNG TURKEYS, 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
When hatched out, do not feed young turkeys 
for at least one clear day. Leave them 
in the nest for that time, but give the 
mother a good feed when. all the chicks 
are out. hile she is,off the nest, make 
sure that the little ones do not catch a 
chill. If the weather is very cold, protect 
them by placing some light” covering 
loosely over the nest until the mother re- 
turns. Coops, similar to those used for 
young chickens reared with hens, but 
arger, may be used for turkeys. They 
should be 

on short ee cabves te long grass—and 
in severe weather should be screéned in 
front with sacking or other suitable pro- 
tection.
